on each of said bottles, regardless of size, arid such licensed wholesale 
or sub-dealer receiving milk in such bottles shall pay Said deposit at 
the time said milk contained therein may be paid for, and the 
délivering. the same, or any distributor collecting the said equipmnt 
shall refund the said deposit of fite cents upon the return of such bottle 
or bottles, it being contemplated that the sale of the milk at the prices 
fixed by the State shall only apply to the sale of the fluid milk or cream
